Chicago, April 23. Whllo Edwin Booth was

giving tho Rollloquy in tho last act of "Illclmid
II." atMcVlekci's Thcatro a shot
was fired nt him by a miu sitting lu tho left-han- d

upper gallery. Booth sat still until nflor
nbont thrco second, when it second shot wits
filed, when ho loso and slaitcd toward tho left
wing of tho stage, pointing out as ho went tho
would-b- assassin, Tho latter was at onco
seized, nnd, but for tho Intervention of oillcois,
would havu been roughly bandied. Ho states
his namolsMartClray; that hols twenry-thie- o

years old; a dry-goo- clerk of St. Louis; that
hu hns beon tlue,o yearsprepailnj to do this
deed, and Is suipilsed at his failure-- ; that his
fallttio to kill Booth U tho oijly pint of tlio at-

tempt which ho regrets. Hn refuses to stato
tlio cause of his action, but siyshls reasons
will ho regarded ns sultlclcut.

Later. Gray saya Booth wionged a friend
of his ono tlmo and ho had been resolved to
punish Mm over since. Ho states liolsfinin
Keokuk, but is now tiavcllng for a fliai In St.
Louis, Ho was only thlity feet distant from
Booth whon ho fired the shot. IIo had on his
peison a loiter addic&cd to a lady by tho uamo
of Katie, stating his Intention of shooting
Booth nnd nssciliuit lu n rambling
way that Lawienco Birrett is a superior actor
to Booth.
